BLACOTATER  OYSTER  FISHERIES 

An  order  under  the  above  Regulations  requiring  the  cleansing  of 
oysters  and  other  shellfish  produced  from  the  area  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Port  Health  Authority  came  into  force  on  1 st 
April,  1959. 

As  a  result  of  this  order  a  number  of  cleansing  stations  have 
been  established,  using  ultra-violet  light  as  a  means  of  purification. 

Regular  sampling  of  cleansed  shellfish  has  indicated  that  these 
plants  have  been  operated  satisfactorily.
